Claims 12-24, 48, 60, 62-63, 72, 84. and 96-97 have been canceied wiihouc 
prejudice or disclaimer, and claim 61 has been amended to refer only xo SEQ ID NO:63.

Rejection of Claims 61-71 Under 35 tl,S,C, § H2, First Paragraph 
The Examiner ha^ rejected cloim-s 61-7 1 under 35 U,S.C, § 11 2, first paragraph, as 
allegedly not enabling a person skilled in the arc lo make and use The invention 
coromensuraTe in scope wixh the claims. In particular, while The Examiner accepts that the 
^ipecifxcation in enabling for polynucieotiden thai hybridize to the polynucleotide sequences 
discJoi^d in the application (namely SEQ ID NO:63), the Examiner conTends chat The 
specification is not enabling for polynucleotides that hybridize lo polynucleotides 
encoding the polypeptide sequences disclosed in the application. 

In response. Applicants respeccfully disagree, and asiiert that the previously 
pending claims are fully enabled by the specification in accordance with 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
first paragraph- However, as shown in the listing of claims, claim 61 has been amended to 
refer only lo polynucleotides that hybridize to the complement of SEQ ID NO:63 under the 
specified conditions. Since the Exatnincr has agreed tbaT such subject matter is enabled, 
the rejection of claim 61 (and the claims depending from it) has been obviated, and the 
elaim^hould b^in conditiorTfofallowance. AccordinglyTApplicanis respectfully request 
that the rejection of claims 61-71 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, be reconsidered 
and withdrawn.
